Dave Smith, archivist for The Walt Disney Company, answers questions and provides 
information about the studio’s history and its productions.

Was there much collectible mer¬ 
chandise made at the time of the 
original release of “Fantasia”? 

-MS., Allentown, PA 

When the film came out in 1940, 
merchandisers must have felt that it did 
not lend itself to merchandising, and you 
find almost none of it today. There were a 
number of different books, a theater 
program, and, notably, a collection of 
ceramic pieces made by Vernon Kilns. 
The collection consisted of 36 figurines 
of “Fantasia” characters, and several sets 
of dinnerware featuring designs adapted 
from the film. These Vernon Kilns pieces 
are eagerly sought after by collectors. 

Incidentally, we are currently offering 
the book “Fantasia,” about the making of 
the film, in the Disney Channel Minnie 
Mall. It was written by John Culhane and 
published in 1983. 


Von Drake 
debuted 
September 24, 
1961. 


In the early 1920s Walt Disney made a 
few cartoons starring the character 
Alice, who was played by Virginia 
Davis (and later on by Margie Gay). 
Are these cartoons still around? 
-N.R., York, ME 

From 1923 to 1927, Walt Disney made 
57 of the Alice Comedies as silent films, 
so it was quite an extensive series. Today, 
however, many of the films seem to be 
lost. Through diligent searching, we have 
been able to find prints of 30 of them, 
which we have in our collection. Several 
of them had been preserved by Virginia 
Davis herself. 

Alice of the comedies is named after 
Lewis Carroll’s Alice, but her escapades 
bear little resemblance to Carroll’s 
“Alice’s Adventures in Wonderland.” Walt 
Disney’s “Alice in Wonderland,” based on 
the Lewis Carroll novel mentioned 
above, and its equally famed sequel 
“Through the Looking Glass,” was re¬ 
leased in 1951.(See page 34 for air dates.) 

Is there really a place named 
Portobello Road, such as was 
featured in “Bedknobs and 
Broomsticks”?

There sure is, and recently while I was 
on vacation in London, I hunted out 
Portobello Road for its famous weekly 
Saturday flea market. Perhaps there were 
once bargains and treasures galore, but 
today most dealers seem to know the 
value of their wares. I did find a 1938 
Snow White card game, which we needed 
for the Archives, for £8, and there was a 
mint copy of the French edition of the 
“Pop-Up Mickey Mouse” book priced at 
£75. 

I am a big fan of Ludwig Von Drake. 
When did he make his debut?

Ludwig Von Drake was one of the first 
Disney characters to make his debut on 
television. He was created to host the 
first color TV show on “Walt Disney’s 
Wonderful World of Color.” The episode 
was called “An Adventure in Color” and 
aired on September 24,1961. The show 
also featured the TV debut of the 
immensely popular, “Donald in 
Math magic Land.”

• It was partly because Disney’s film 
distributor in 1953 did not want to handle 
the distribution of “The Living Desert” 
(check listings for times) that Disney 
created its own distribution 
organization, Buena Vista. The film’s 
enormous success may have been a 
surprise to others, but not to Walt Disney, 
who had great faith in it. I am sure he was 
still grinning when he stepped forward to 
accept the Oscar (for the year’s best 
documentary feature) that was 
presented to him the following spring. 

• Patrick McGoohan who is featured in 
“The Three Lives of Thomasina,” 
showing on The Channel, is perhaps best 
known around Disney for his portrayal of 
“The Scarecrow of Romney Marsh.” In 
recent years he appeared in “Baby... 
Secret of the Lost Legend,” a Touchstone 
Films production.

The 
Charlie Brown and Snoopy movies, for 
example, are favorites of people of all 
ages. There will be many programs with 
that same broad appeal. 

We will continue to schedule drama, 
adventure and comedy series in regular 
weekday evening time slots for family 
viewing. “The Edison Twins” and “Danger 
Bay” will continue Wednesday nights at 
8:00 and 8:30 p.m. We’ve reconfirmed our 
commitment to these series by continu¬ 
ing to produce and air new episodes. 

The lives of “Doc” Roberts and his two 
children are filled with adventure as they 
fight to protect animals and the environ¬ 
ment in the Pacific Northwest. And here’s 


news: The Edison Twins are going to col¬ 
lege this fall. They’ll soon be moving into 
an apartment right near campus. 

By popular demand, “Five Mile Creek” 
will return to The Disney Channel every 
Friday night beginning in September. Set 
in the Australian gold country of the 
1860s, this 39-part series, produced ex¬ 
clusively for The Disney Channel, is epic 
in scale, filled with action, adventure, 
love, and intrigue.

and torches about, The Karamazovs will 
try anything —including a pie in the face or 
a squirt of water from a seltzer 
bottle. 

Lovers of clowns will 
have a rare opportunity 
to witness the sad-eyed 
antics of Avner the Ec¬ 
centric, a brilliant young 
artist often touted as 
America’s premiere clown. 
And who would have ever 
thought that blow¬ 
ing soap bubbles 
could pass for 
entertainment?

long-running mu¬ 
sical that was not 
only a Broadway hit 
but also drew wildly 
enthusiastic audi- 
ences when it toured 
around the country.

And 
four of them, introduced by Mickey Rooney, 
the star of “Sugar Babies,” are on hand to 
showcase their creative talent.

Nearly a century ago a some-time Shake¬ 
spearean actor named L. Frank Baum 
turned to writing to amuse 
his two young sons. Over 
the next two decades, 
Baum was to write 14 
» novels about the land 
of Oz and its Emerald 
1 1»S1 City. And on August 31, 
^ M subscribers to The

ney Pictures’ “Return to 
I Oz,” considered the 


most faithful film adaptation of Baum’s 
work ever made. 

“Return to Oz” is the culmination of a 
long-standing ambition. Walt Disney had 
expressed fin interest in the Oz books as 
far back as 1937, two years before MGM’s 
musical production of “The Wizard of Oz” 
Unsuccessful in acquiring rights to that 
particular novel, Disney did purchase 12 of 
the 14 Oz stories in the late ’50s. “Return to 
Oz,” which is neither a sequel nor a musi¬ 
cal, combines two of those later tales, “The 
Land of Oz” and “Ozma of Oz.” 

While many critics attacked the film on 
its release, their views were based on a 
comparison between the MGM musical 
and the Disney movie. Only Rex Reed and 
Mike Clark (whose review appeared in 
“USA. Today”) gave their unqualified ap¬ 
proval. But Sheila Benson of “The Los 
Angeles Times” noted that the film not 
only paralleled L. Frank Baum’s scary, fan¬ 
tasy storylines, but the books’ original il¬ 
lustrations as well. And Aljean Harmetz, 
writer of the authoritative “The Making of 
The Wizard of Oz,” observed that “Return 
to Oz” was closer to Baum’s original 
stories in tone and intention. 

The film features then 10-year-old 
Fairuza Balk as Dorothy Gale, and 
begins after Dorothy’s return to 
Kansas. Obsessed with dreams 
of Oz, she’s become 
pale and wan. A 
distressed Auntie 


(Nicol Williamson) and his sinister nurse 
(Jean Marsh). Before she can undergo the 
horrifying “treatment,” Dorothy escapes 
with the aid of a mysterious girl. Caught up 
in a giant thunderstorm and flood, 
Dorothy is swept away, and when she 
awakens, she discovers herself once more 
in the fabled Oz. (Please note that some 
scenes in this fantasy-adventure film may 
be too frightening for young children, and 
“Return to Oz” will air only after 6:00 p.m. 
EDT/PDT.) 

In Oz she begins a wondrous —and har¬ 
rowing—set of adventures. For rather than 
a saccharine fairy tale, “Return to Oz” is a 
fantasy-adventure. And as with Baum’s 
original tales, it contains not only enchant¬ 
ing creatures, but malevolent and terrify¬ 
ing villains as well. Dorothy finds herself 
pitted against two of Baum’s greatest 
evil-doers, the Princess Mombi and her 
leader, the Nome King who, in his quest to 
become human instead of rock, has laid 
waste to Oz. 

Accompanying Dorothy as she sets 
about restoring Oz to its former grandeur 
are a new set of companions: Billina, a talk¬ 
ing hen, Tik Tok, Oz’s mechanical soldier, 
Jack Pumpkinhead, and The Gump, a mar¬ 
velous beast. 

“Return to Oz” which was nominated for 
an Academy Award for Will Vin¬ 
ton’s amazing “claymation” se¬ 
quences with the Nome King, is 
a rare movie event. Not since L. 
Frank Baum himself first at¬ 
tempted to adapt his work for 
the screen back in 1914 has a 
writer’s intent and vision 
been so ably followed. 
While some may unfa¬ 
vorably compare “Re¬ 
turn to Oz” to earlier 
films, it is best to com¬ 
pare the movie with 
Baum’s novels, which 
reveal it to be a first- 
rate, and faithful, film 
fantasy. V

How — and why — are a 
small boy and a spaceship from another 
world related? The answers to that mind- 
boggling mystery form the crux of “Flight 
of the Navigator,” an action-adventure 
thriller to be released by Walt Disney Pic¬ 
tures this August 1.

The real 
ones sometimes look imaginary and 
the animated ones at times seem real. 

Heidi in “Heidi’s Song’’ doesn’t 
change size or travel underground, but 
she dreams of a beautiful world of joy 
and goodness, and believes in her 
dreams. Her happy spirit melts even the 
cold heart of her gruff old grandfather. 

Heidi lives in the beautiful Swiss 
Alps—snow-capped mountains with 
valleys of goat pastures and bright- 
colored wild flowers. During the day 
she plays in the grass with the goats.

PETER SCOLARI: 

Vaudeville & The Young Actor 


ALICE’S FORGOTTEN 
ILLUSTRATOR 


new edition of “Alice’s 
Adventures in Won¬ 
derland” features 
rarely seen and al¬ 
most forgotten illustrations 
by David S. Hall. 

Hall worked on Walt Dis¬ 
ney’s “Snow White and the 
Seven Dwarfs” (1937). Two 
years later he began produc¬ 
ing paintings for Walt’s pro¬ 
posed animated version of 
“Alice in Wonderland.” 

The film, however, was 
shelved. Hall left Disney in 


1940 and his illustrations 
were filed away. When “Alice” 
finally went into production 
in 1948, Hall’s pictures were 
not used. Their recent “redis¬ 
covery” after years of virtual 
oblivion places Hall among 
the foremost illustrators of 
one of the world’s most fa¬ 
mous stories. 

The book will be published 
this fall in the U.K. by Justin 
Knowles Publishing Group 
and in the United States next 
spring by Simon & Schuster. V 


A ctor Peter Scolari not 
only hosts The Dis- 
ney Channel’s “The 
HUH New Vaudevillians,” 
but he also juggles and rides a 
unicycle during the course of 
the special. Scolari, a regular 
on the CBS series “Newhart,” 
first took up juggling and 
street performance — an im¬ 
portant aspect of the “new 
vaudeville” — seven years 
ago. He maintains it contrib¬ 
uted to his growth as an actor. 

“I was in a play in New 
York,” Scolari recalls. “One 
night another actor began 
juggling. I couldn’t believe 
what I’d been missing. When I 
took up juggling, I discovered 
a quality in myself that I’d 
been searching for. 

“The beauty of street per¬ 
formance is its throwaway 
character,” Scolari adds. “It’s 
always fresh and spontane¬ 
ous. You have to generate this 
vibe, this current, between 
you and the audience. Then 
you have to keep that going. 
When you look at the nature 
of physical performance, 
vaudeville and street per¬ 
forming are its essence.” 


Of course in vaudeville and 
street performance, that im¬ 
mediacy presents its own 
problems. One has to cope 
with mistakes, hecklers—and 
failure. All of which comes as 
no surprise to Scolari. 

“When I first came onto the 
street to perform I failed — 
and failed beautifully” Scolari 
chortles. “It was wonderful. I 
had this image of myself as a 
hotshot actor. Then came this 
failure. It was very humbling 
— and it shaped me as an 
actor. V 





LOUIS L AMOUR: At Home On The Range 


e has written 95 
books (his latest, 
“The Last of the 
Breed,” appeared 
earlier this summer), re¬ 
ceived both the Congres¬ 
sional Gold Medal and the 
Presidential Medal of Free¬ 
dom (the only American so 
honored), and is the world’s 
best-selling living 
author. 

He is Louis L’Amour, and his 
work is familiar to subscrib¬ 
ers of The Disney Channel. 
“The Cherokee Trail,” adapted 
from L’Amour’s novel of the 
same title, is an exclusive 
special which premieres Au¬ 


gust 8. It inspired the popu¬ 
lar series “Five Mile Creek,” 
which encores on The Disney 
Channel in September. An¬ 
other L’Amour tale, “Down the 
Long Hills,” is currently in 
production as a Disney 
made-for-television movie, 
starring Bruce Boxleitner. 

“I wrote those two books at 
a time when the West was 
very much in my mind,” 
L’Amour says. “Of course, I’m 
known primarily as a writer of 
Westerns, but I’ve written 
books with many other set¬ 
tings as well. As a writer, the 
whole world is my province.” 

L’Amour was born in 


Jamestown, North Dakota, at 
a time of change in the West. 
The frontier had passed on, 
yet “civilization” had not 
quite settled into the Great 
Plains. As one of six children, 
he grew up on accounts of 
cowboys and Indians. 

“My great-grandfather was 
scalped by the Sioux,” he ex¬ 
plains “And my grandfather 
fought against them. Of 
course, I left home at 15, but 
I’ve lived all over the West, in 
the wild country. I have a very 
strong sense of place — and 
how place, particularly the 
West, its vast loneliness, can 
shape character.” V
